How are federal appointments 
made? 

In keeping with giving the execu¬ 
tive power to the President, our Con 
stltutlon provides that he shall ap¬ 
point ambassadors, judges and other 
officers “by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate.” 

The concurrence of the Senate 
was designed to reject unfit nomi¬ 
nees and to prevent the filling of 
offices with accomplices and tools of 
an executive inclined to be auto¬ 
cratic. 

The Senate, as a matter of course, 
usually confirms diplomatic and cab¬ 
inet appointments submitted by the 
President, but often differs with the 
President regarding appointments of 
judges of the Supreme Court and 
other federal officers. 

In theory the President also ap¬ 
points federal officers In the states 
such as district judges, postmasters, 
rovenue collectors and others. How¬ 
ever, as a matter of practical politics, 
the men for such positions are se¬ 
lected or at least recommended by 
the Senators In each state. The Sen¬ 
ators, because they know local con¬ 
ditions and because they want to 


A READER has sent in a com¬ 
munication severely criticis¬ 
ing our comments and tell¬ 
ing us a variety of things we 
didn't know.

Chinese Consul Predicts 
His Countrymen Will 1 
Eventually Defeat Japan 

"No matter what happens to 
China, I am confident that final 
success will be ours." With these 
words of optimism and hope, T. 
K. Chang, Chinese counsul in Los 
Angeles, principal speaker at the 
"Bowl of Rice” dinner held June 
16 at the Woman’s clubhouse, ex¬ 
pressed the sentiment of about 
two hundred people present. 

The dinner and entertainment 
which followed was held under 
the auspices of the Unietd Coun¬ 
cil for Civilian Relief in China to 
raise funds for war victims. Chi¬ 
nese cafes of Pasadena donated 
food for the dinner. Dr. J. Earl 
Gossard, chairman of the local 
committee, who spent five years 
as physician at Fukien Christian 
University at Fuchow, contributed 
the rice and Mrs. Gossard direc¬ 
ted the serving of the Chinese 
meal, which was in charge of 
Miss Yang Ling-fu of Berkeley. 

Consul Chang, who was intro¬ 
duced by Perley Poore Sheehan, 
master of ceremonies, told of 
China’s looking toward America 
for help in distressing times and 
expressed appreciation for funds 
raised through the Rice Bowl 
parties. 

A description of child welfare 
work and general missionary du¬ 
ties in China was given by Dr. J. 
R. Saunders of Kwang Tung. 
Col. H. B. Hersey expressed be¬ 
lief that Americans should refuse 
to spend a dollar in Japan as 
long as there are Japanese 
soldiers in China.
